W hile on the look out for something 
of intero3t to readers of the H e r a l d , 
a reporter yesterday espied Len. H ar­ 
ris, the celebrated railroad defectivo, 
standing outside the waiting room 
and knowing th at he had just return­ 
ed from the h unt of the Arizona train 
robbers, the scribe approached and 
asked for some particulars regarding 
the affair. 
“ It’s a long story,” said the detec­ 
tive, “ and though most of the facts 
are known to the public, still I have 
no doubt but that I have a few things 
to tell you th at have not yet been 
published. 
I was at Tucson when the 
news ai rived th at tho west-bound pas­ 
senger train had been robbed ur Stein’s 
Pass, and in company with Marshal 
Meade, 
Sheriff Paul, 
Will Smith 
and Shibel started at once for the 
scene. 
We took four Papagos with 
us, 
men 
that 
wo 
could 
ielj 
on 
as 
being 
expert 
trailers, 
and as it had boon snowing pre­ 
viously, we kuew we would have 
something wood to work on. 
The 
robbers had twelve hoard start of us 
when we finally got off, but as the 
tracks indicated that they were on 
foot, wo did it >t bother about m iking 
any elaborate prep nations, most of 
us not even taking our overcoats. 
We were mounted on good ponies and 
the Papagos diduo» lose much tim-*, so 
at first things went swimmingly, and 
we made up our m iuds that we would 
soon hunt them down. 
Soon we 
discovered, however, that they had 
mounted, evidently having had their 
hors(-u staked out in readiness for 
escape, and then we knew wo were 
in for a long chase. 
Wo had no pap­ 
ers with us to show our authority, 
and we know that wo would have 
some difficulty in making a legal ar­ 
rest if they took refuge in some Mex­ 
ican town. 
It was too late to turn 
back, though, so on we went and 
decided that the first opportunity w e 
had we would send to E l Paso and 
have the necessary documents for­ 
warded to us at Chihuahua or some 
other central point. 
The first day 
passed by without seeing a soul, but 
we were encouraged iu our pursuit by 
the evidences th at the m en we want­ 
ed were ahead of us. 
Every now and 
then we came across 


a handful of checks 
W hich they had thrown away, being 
’*

alo 
" 
useless to th e m ; altogether along the 
trail we picked up bauk paper repre­ 
senting a total of $1,153.40. 
The trail 
led through one of the most deserted 
parts of the State of Chihuahua and 
the weather was as cold as I have ever 
known it to be down in that country. 
To add to our misfortunes we had 
not 
a 
thing 
to 
eat with 
us, 
nor 
could 
we 
got 
any 
thing, 
in fact we went fifty hours at one 
tim e without swallowing a morsel. 
So m atters went on for three or four 
days and then I knew that we would 
• soon be in one of the settlem ents. 
We had been altogether five days in 
the saddle when in the distance we 
f espied the village of Jansen and 1 
f said to Meade and the rest of the 
p arty : 
‘I daresay the mem we want 
are there, 
but it 
is no use our 
going after 
them , 
because 
we 
have no 
papers and 
aro liable 
to get into a hot box.’ 
Meado was 
determ ined 
to 
go on, however, 
but I made up my mind that I would 
not, and takiug two of the PapagoR 
with me, started to retrace my steps. 
I had a teriinle journey home, and 
had the unpleasant experience of rid­ 
ing forty-five miles in a snow-stoim. 
On reaching the New Mexican line, I 
was so woru out and the horses so 
nearly gone, th at I gladly accepted 
the offer of a wagon and paid $70 to be 
hauled to Lardsburg, a distance of 
ninety-five miles. 
In the meantime m atters with the 
Meade party had gone just as I sur­ 
mised. They rode into Jansen and 
there were arrested and thrown into 
prison in the m anner that has been 
described by telegraph in your paper.” 
“ Do you think they were arrested 
through the connivanco of the rob­ 
bers?” queried the reporter. 
“ Certainly, the gang we were after 
was one of the cutest on the frontier. 
They died gam -, too, the other day 
when • he 
Mexican 
soldiers 
sur­ 
- rounded them 
at O oihuiriachi; I 
knew they would.” 
“ Who were the members of the 
gang?” askod the scribe. 
“ w ell, there were only two com­ 
m itted this last robbery, Dick H art 
and Dick Johnson, but it Was not Lar­ 
ry Sheehan’s fault th at he wasn’t 
tni 
fi *

there. 
I found out afterwards th a t he 
- wan with them when they started on 
the expedition, 
but 
at 
the Pul 
lotterro ranch he accidently shot 
himself 
in 
the 
knee-cap 
and 
they left him there and went on and 
com mitted the robbery. Larry Shee­ 
han, H art and Brooks were arrested, 
you know, ifor the robbery at Papago 
some m onths previous. 
H art and 
Brooks were acquitted, but Sheehan 
. as held to answer before the Grand 
.ury, who, however, did not return a 
bill against him , as there was no con­ 
victing evidence.

At the tim e the train was robbed 
Thacker was in El Paso, and connect­ 
ing the two things together he im medi­ 
ately surmised th at it was the work of 
the Sheehan gang, and organizing a 
posse went down to Chihuahua and 
started to work up country to head the 
thieves off.

I at once went to Strauss' 
place and after a little search discov­ 
ered that he had his copy of tho 10th 
all right. Then I knew that the train 
thieves were in some way connected 
with Ross,the man who took the other 
paper, and with this clue in hand I 
had the whole business worked up in­ 
side of a month. They proved to be 
all Silver City boys—two of them wore 
hanged, one was killed while resisting 
arrest and the other at the present 
time is in State’s prison.” 
“ It m ust be a very lucrative business 
to induce so m any to go in for ir, 
knowing the risks they run,” sug­ 
gested the scribe.” 
“ O h ! I don’t know,” replied H ar­ 
ris, “ thev don’t get very much out of 
it as a rule. 
Such a lot of it is paper 
money th at they never get a chance 
to cash. It is impossible to thoroughly 
estim ate though what is taken, be­ 
cause so many people in trying to get 
reduced express 
rates, undervalue 
their goods. Now, in th a t cave where 
we found eighty rings, they were all 
worth 
from 
$5 
to 
$10 a piece, 
and 
had 
been 
booked 
on 
Wells, 
Fargo’s 
sheets 
as 
one 
package of the total value of $50.” 
“ By tho way,” said the repo-ter, 
“ have you got any idea as to who 
com mitted the stage robbery near 
Gtflistoga on Thursday last?” 
“ No,” was the response, “ evidently 
some one who is a resident of the 
place—some people imagine that it is 
‘Black Bart’ out on the war path 
again, but I am nearly certain that it 
is not, for to the best of m y belief he 
went Ea«t to his family wtyan lie was 
liberated last year.” 
Thanking his respondent for his 
cord al responses to th e raulritu iinous 
questions that had been asked, the 
scribe then closed the interview and 
strolled over to meet Mr. Hunting­ 
ton’s train, which was just steaming 
iu.

propagated.

Large exports of beef and mutton are 
shipped to >ngland, together with 
hides, wool, etc. ltain falls through­ 
out the year, the average being 28)4 
inches per annum. 
The natives, 
Maories, number about 30,009, and 
are constantly decreasing in numbers. 
They subsist by small farming and 
from the rental of lands, many of 
them holding large tracts, from which 
they realize from $1000 to $5000. The 
farming aud fruit-raising interests are 
almost entirely controlled by English­ 
men. 
All the available lauds on he 
islands have 
been redeemed and 
placed under cultivation, a large )to>' 
cent, of the whole being mountainous 
and fit only for pasture. 
“ Mr. McKellen,” inquired the re­ 
porter, “ I see you are quite an en­ 
thusiast on the advantages of your 
own country. Now, will you please 
toll me what is your impression of 
ours?” 
“ Well, I am frank to say, though 1 
traveled through tho State some years 
ago, that it is a marvelous country. 
You can not, in my opinion, excel us 
in climate and s> il, butyonr thrift 
and enterprise is amazing, and your 
society the best in the world, "if a 
man is content to live in quiet 
seclusion, he may have health and 
wealth in New Zealand, but of course 
wc will never have the so-ial advan­ 
tages that California has. I have been 
told that the cream of, not only the 
peoplo of the United States, but that 
of the woild, is pouring into this 
southern country, and I find it so. 
Certainly this of itself will insure the 
future of the country, for where supe­ 
rior intellect congregates, there will 
prosperity reign.

Story, K ent, Daniel Webster 
and other great constitutional lawyers 
Incline to the m ost strict interpreta­ 
tion of oar law, and insist that to be 
eligible to the Presidency a man 
moM have been actually born 
American soil. This is in strict con- 
■latency with our laws in parallel 
caras. 
For example, if a child is 
born in Washington to tke German, 
French, Russian, 
or other foreign 
Minister, 
and 
at 
coming 
of 
age elects to be a citizen of this 
Republic, he is so by the bare fact of 
his birth beneath our flag. To be 
at we must concede th a t a 
¿born of American parentage in 
Iraslgn country is not a “ natural 
Ign citizen” of the Republic. 
Sen- 
ter Everts holds the opposite view, 
■ á maintains that as a child thns 
mm is a citizen for all other pur- 


T he old Bay State is in a ferm ent 
about Democratic reform economy. 
A few days ago order was called in 
the U nited States District Cuuit in 
th at Commonwealth, and according 
to immemorial custom the first order 
of business should have been prayers 
by the chaplain. 
Never iu the his­ 
tory of 
M assachusetts, since 
the 
earliest days of the Pilgrim Fathers, 
had this ceremony been om itted at 
the opening of any court, State or 
Federal. 
B ut on this m orning there 
was no parson to say prayers. 
The 
reason, as stated by the United States 
District 
Attorney, was 
that 
the 
Federal Governm ent had neglected 
to make the proper allowance for this 
service. 
The fee has always been 
$10, and there was n o ta cent in the 
fund. 
The fair inference is th a t no 
m inister in th e Bay State could be 
found to say prayers unless the fee 
was forthcom ing. 'J he m inisters may 
be forgiven, b u t the party which 
made such a blunder will not.

no tin consonance with our funda­ 
mental principles, should be taken 
root and branch from our system. 
This Government has no concern 
with any form or forms of religion 
and th-»ee bits of other systems should 
be let drop away. 


The French paper, L'U nion Nou* 
veUe, discusses the proposed charter, 
and criticizes the reduction of the 
Councilmen to five with a salary of 
$3,000 to each. 
“ T hat,” says our 
neighbor, “ is a bait to tem pt men who 
make a business of politics; and the 
tendency of such control would be 
against the public interests, to the 
profit of the few, and favorable to the 
monopolistic interests. This consid­ 
eration alone will suffice to the citizens 
to reject the new charter by a large 
m ajority.”

Interview With the South­ 
ern Pacific Magnates. 


WHAT THEY ARE DOING HERE. 


Second-Class Sleeping Cars Placed 
on the Road—Wreck at 
Aurant. 


Contrary to expectations the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad magnates did not 
go to San Diego on Saturday night, 
and yesterday they made a tour along 
the coast country between Santa Mon­ 
ica and San Pedro and inspected the 
Santa Ana valley. They left this city 
on Saturday night for Santa Monlea, 
from which point they started at an 
early hour on Sunday and proceeded 
to Wilmington and San Pedro. Then 
they proceeded to Long Beach and 
from that point to Santa Ana, return­ 
ing to this city about 6 1*. m. A Hur- 
ald reporter was awaiting their a r­ 
rival at the Southern Pacific depot, 
and immediately on the art i val of 
the train proceeded to the Directors' 
car in the hope of obtaining an inter­ 
view. Quite a number of people had 
assembled together to got a glimpse of 
the distinguished visitors, and soon ihe 
well-known face of Vice-President 
Chas. Crocker was seen on the rear 
platform, while at his shoulder was 
the beaming visage of General Man­ 
ager A. N. Towne. There was at first 
some uncertainty as to tho identity of 
a tall dignified-looking man with a 
full-bearded face and a rotundity of 
figure that betokened a bon visant, 
but it soon became evident that it was 
none 
other 
than 
Coll is 
P. 
- Huntington, the First Vice-Prosi­ 
" dent of the road. The next 
to alight was Mr. W. G. Curtis, Super­ 
intendent of Track, then Mr. Still- 
marf, who represents the Hopkins in­ 
terest in the road, and then came Mr. 
Richardson, the able secretary of 
General Manager Towne. It was with 
gome difficulty that the scribe got 
within speaking distance of any of 
the party, as they were immediately 
surrounded by a number of friends, 
but at laBt, seeing Mr. Crocker disen­ 
gaged, the reporter announced his 
mission. 
“Mr. Huntington is the man you 
want,” was the cordial rejoinder; 
and that gentleman, hearing his 
name mentioned, turned around and 
was immediately assailed by the re­ 
porter. 
“I’ll refer you to Mr. Towne,” said 
the Vice-President, with a smile 
when the reporter made a remark 
about “what he would like to know;” 
but Mr. Towne, who was standing 
near by, shook bis bead, so the not- 
.to-be-discouraged scribe made another 
attack on Mr. Huntington. * 
“ One thing 1 will tell you,” said 
the magnate, seeing that the news 
paper man was determined to have 
au ite i of some description, “and 
that is that I am very favorably im- 
Í reseed with what I have seen to-day. 
t is two years since I have visited 
Los Angeles, and during that time it 
has made marvelous progress. Not 
only the city but all of tho surround­ 
ing country is rapidly going ahead, 
and the wonderful stories told by 
your “boomers,” I must admit,appear 
to be true.” 
“ How about railroad matters, Mr. 
Huntington,” asked the scribe, “for 
I supposo that your present trip is not 
or jour health?” 
No, I am makiog a tour of inspect­ 
ion. It is so long since I have been 
here that it is only natural that I 
should want to look over tho road 
again.” 
“It is understood here that you 
have been looking for an available 
route to San Diego via Santa Ana— 
did you decide anything to-day?” 
“No, we have made an inspection 
of that part of the country, but have 
come to no decision, that Is of course a 
matter for further deliberation.” 
“ How about the purchase of prop­ 
erty by Mr. Crocker at Long Beach, 
might I ask the intentions of the com­ 
pany down there?” 
“I know nothing at all about it,” 
was the rejoinder. “Long Beach is 
a place I never visited before to-day 
—it is a very chaiming place, as is 
also Santa Monica; in fact, the term 
applies to all of this Southern country. 
As regards any railroad intentions 
there I have really nothing to tell you 
at all.” 
“ How about San Pedro ?” asked the 
scribe. 
“Nice place..” said Mr. Hunting­ 
ton, and then with a smile added, 
“the fact is, I have 1*9 news to giver 
you; you shall iw.vé f^rvUiing 
m due tiling out there is nothing to be 
an«ounced now.” 
Not wishing to intrude any more, 
the reported then sought Mr. Crocker 
and ventured on a similar examina­ 
tion. The result was about the same. 
, Mr. Crocker had nothing to saj’—noth- 
' ing had been decided, they -were 
simply lo king around, hekuew noth­ 
ing about the Long Beach affair, etc.

8ant& Barbara, but after they have 
concluded their inspection there noth 
ing definite is known as to their future 
actions. Their object in visiting 
Santa Barbara is doubtless to make 
some decision as to the completion of 
the coast line. There is at present a 
gap of about 130 miles between Tem­ 
pleton, (22 miles north of San Luí 
Obispo) on the north end, and Elwood 
(14 miles north of 8anta Barbara) on 
this end. There is no doubt but that 
this piece of road will be pushed 
through very shortly, as there are 
some rich sections of country which 
would be ojaened up en route. The 
survev has already been made, but 
somo of the difficulties to be sur­ 
mounted in the shape of cuts and tun­ 
nels are very 
prodigious, 
as 
the district is a very moun­ 
tainous 
one. 
This 
new line 
when completed will make no differ­ 
ence as regards the length of road bs- 
tweon Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
but will be of great commercial advan­ 
tage by giving direct rail communica­ 
tion with many important coast points. 
The special train in which tho party 
is travelling consists of three private 
coaches and a baggage car. Mr. Cur­ 
tis travels in the Carmella, Mr. Hunt­ 
ington occupies his own private vehi­ 
cle, the Oneonta, and the rest arc 
accommodated in the celebrated “Di­ 
rectors’ Car.” 
TOURI T TRAVEL. 
ln - 
S econd-riatiN S leep in g C am 
tro d u c e d by «lie N. P . 
An innovation has been introduced 
by the Southern Pacific Company in 
the tourist traveling arrangements 
here that will doubtlesB receive the 
recognition and patronage it dcservos. 
Realizing that there is a large per 
centage of travelers over the road who 
are unable to pay the dueB levied by 
the Pullman Company for sleeping- 
car accommodations, yet who would 
gladly avail themselves of any 
cheaper method of obtaining a 
good night’s rest while en route 
the company has had some cars spe­ 
cially built for this purpose. They 
are brought out by Mr. Denison, a 
name well known in railroad circles 
as the proprietor of the Pacific rail­ 
roads news routes and a veteran in 
all matters pertaining to travel. One 
of the cars arrived in this city yester­ 
day and was inspected by a H erald 
reporter during the course of the after­ 
noon. 
Each car is divided into 
ten sections, making accommodations 
for twenty berths. 
Tho sleeping 
arrangements are of such a nature 
that there will doubtless be but very 
little “ kinking,” and each passenger 
is supplied with a wool mattress, a 
heavy double blanket, a pillow, cur­ 
tains, towels, etc. Drop-tables are 
arranged between every seat section, 
giving accommodations as book-reats, 
eard-tables, etc., and each section is 
completely shut off from its neighbor 
by sliding doors, giving to those who 
desire it a seclusion which cannot 
bo obtained even in a Pullman. 
The lavatory arrangements can­ 
not fail but to give satisfac­ 
tion—there is a gentleman’s toilet 
room at one end of the car aud a 
ladies’ at the other. In each coach 
will be placed a patent heating oven, 
enabling one to cook and warm 
victuals, aud the temperature of the 
car will be adjusted according to the 
locality of travel. Each window is 
supplied with a shade, and down the 
center of the car is laid a carpet. 
Another feature is a sink for washing 
dishes—in fact a regular scullery and 
kitchen is arranged at one end of 
tho coach. 
A porter will 
be 
iu 
charge 
of 
each 
vehicle 
and attend to the immediate wants of 
the passengers. 
The first of these cars was turned 
out on the 29th of December last, and 
put on the road between Portland, 
Ogn., and San Francisco. The ser­ 
vice was subsequentlj' extended to 
Ogden, and has now reached Los An­ 
geles. On and after Wednesday next 
one of these cars will be attached to 
the night train to San Francisco, and 
berths can be booked as far a? Ogden, 
THE CHARGES. 
The rates for a sleeping berth are 
fixed at 50 cents to San Francisco and 
$1.50 to Ogden. As the Pullman rates 
are $2.50 and $8 to each place respect­ 
ively, the advantages accrued are 
readily seen. This is not intended as 
an opposition to the Pullman system, 
but simply to accommodate second- 
clasB travel, for which the cars will be 
strictly reserved. Fifteen have been 
already turned out from the shops at 
Sacramento, and more will be built 
when the occasion requires. 
The Southern Pacific invites all 
interested in the matter to call down 
and inspect tho cars for themselves. 
One can be found on a sidetrack near 
the depot and will be readily pointed 
out by any of the officials about the 
place. 


From him the reporter went to Mr 
Towne, but that gentleman main­ 
tained the same reserve, and it is evi­ 
dent that they had decided to keep 
their plans to themselves for the 
present. 
HOW THEY SPENT THE DAY. 
From other sources the scribe subse-

\ where a stop was made for a few 
F minutes, after which, the party pro­ 
ceeded to San Pedro. Here they re­ 
mained for about two hours inspect­ 
ing the coast line, the harbor, etc., 
and then went over to Lon* 
Beach where another extended cal 
\ was made. From Long Beach the 
party journeyed to Santa Ana and 
here teamB were in waiting which 
they entered, and drove off givinj 
the conductor instructions to pul 
up to the Orange depot and 
a*ait them there. 
After driving 
about Santa Ana they followed the 
main road to Tustin City and then 
proceeded by the northern road at 
the base of foothills immediately west 
of Hewe’s Ranch to the cross-roads 
which lead to Modena and Orange. 
The first-mentioned citv was not vis­ 
ited, however, and the carriages were 
turned westward and proceeded past 
McPherson’s into Orange. A slight 
detour was made here, after which 
the party drove to the depot and 
boarded their train, which had been 
waiting for them about two hours. On 
arriving at the Wolfskill tract another 
halt was made and a few minutes 
passed in looking over the ground, 
after which no further check was 
made until the brakes were put on at 
// the Southern Pacific depot. 
THKIB PROSPECTIVE PLANS

Pacific yards awaiting delivery in Los 
Angeles. 
All of the overland trains were on 
time yesterday. 
The Couried Opera Company pat sed 
through town yesterday en route to 
Riverside. 
The Santa Monica trains ~rere well 
laden down yesterday with excursion­ 
ists anxious to pass a day by “the sad 
sea waves.” 
The freight blockade induced by the 
recent strike on the Santa Fo is now a 
thing of the past and trains are run­ 
ning as usual.

Most of those holding such services 
were favored with unusually large 
congregations. At the Church of Our 
Ladjr of Angels, opposite the Plaza, 
an excellent sermon was delivered in 
English at 10 a. m., and high mass 
aud a sermon iu Spanish at 11 a. m. 
The church was crowded to overflow­ 
ing, and decorated with palm leaves.

WRECK AT AURANT. 
A S p ecial F re ig h t D ash es In « o a 
S w itc h T r a in . 
About 12:45 p. m. on Saturday a 
collision occurred at Aurant, three 
miles east of here, that was attended 
with disastrous results. The ordinary 
work of the day was being done in the 
yard, and the main track was diverted 
on to a siding on which a switch en­ 
gine was at work with about thirty 
cars.

A MISSIONARY’S SERMON. 
E rea ti 1m the H istory of Jap an 
far T w en ty 1 ear*. 
'At the Christian Church a week 
ago last night, Mr. George T. Smith, 
missionary to Japan, spoke as follows: 
tn the events that make up the his­ 
tory of Japan within the past twenty 
years, at feast two points in the beau­ 
tiful prophesy to be found in the 
forty-second chapter of Isaiah are 
fulfilled: “The isles and the inhabi­ 
tants thereof have heard and sung a 
new song unto the Lord,’’ and “God 
has led the blind by a way they 
knew not of.” Although Japan is 
nearer to os than any other Oriental 
nation, yet i's people are largely un­ 
known to Americans. It is believed 
that a better knowledge of its customs, 
its religion and the wonderful growth 
it has made will enlist the religious 
world in its behalf. 
Yokohama, it’s chief seaport,is about 
five thousand miles westward from 
Saa Francisco. With a territory em­ 
bracing one hundred and forty six 
thousand square miles, Japan has a 
population of thirty-six millions. It 
has, for the most part, a barren and 
sandy soil; its people are short-lived. 
Though they are ingenious, the com­ 
forts and conveniences of life are 
scarce. The beds are pallets, there 
are no chairs, and the food, mainly of 
boiled rice, is eaten without knives 
and forks. Chop sticks take the 
place of spoons. The race is distin­ 
guished for many vices and few 
virtues. Among the virtues may 
be named kind-heartedness, po­ 
liteness and affection for friends. 
Lying, theft and uncbastity are 
S 
evatont vices. 
The marriage ra­ 
tion is not considered very bind­ 
ing. Especially is the obligation of 
the husband to fidelity disregarded. 
The hand of God seems to have closed 
the doors of his nation for twelve hun­ 
dred years, and thus the world is 
taught that there is no power in idols 
to redeem men from corruption. Here 
Buddaism had full sway for centuries, 
and when at last all the gates were 
thrown jopen for the admission 
of light from the sun of righteous- 
-nees, the people were found in 
croea darknes. 
Our ancestors in 
Sngland dwelling beneath 
the 
oaks and clothed in the skins of wild 
beasts, eating berries and acorns and 
savage in their manners, heard the 
(aw of the Lord, turned from their 
atas and have bequeathed to us the 
highest civilization on earth. The 
Japanese, however, only festered in 
the meshes of a religion that encour­ 
aged vice and inspired the people 
with no lofty hopes and led to no pro­ 
tection of the home and the sacred 
duties of life. In climatic conditions 
and in many other material points 
Japan is not unlike England and 
Scotland, yet the Anglo-Saxm sends 
forth to-day the power that is uplifting 
the world, while Japan is ready to 
take hold of our. hands to be lifted in 
the providence of God out of a degra­ 
dation whose horrors defy description. 
It is undeniable that Jesus is the up­ 
lifting power ol the centuries. God 
teaches Chis most emphatically when 
the two nations are put side by side. 
Though lacking in perseverance and 
stability, the Japanese are fully equal 
by nature to the English. But their 
effete social, national and individual 
life is laid at onr feet, and they ac­ 
knowledge the utter inefficiency of 
idolatry to elevate their people. Rom­ 
anism at one time held sway in this 
island, bat it never gave to the perish­ 
ing and famishing people the word of 
life. No Catholic translated the word 


from the power of sin save where the 
word of God, living and powerful, 
sharper than any two-edged sword, 
smites sin knd expels lust from the 
throne of the soul. 
• In 1856 the United States Govern­ 
ment was compelled to send Commo­ 
dore Perry to protect its citizens who 
had been shipwrecked upon the Jap­ 
anese coast. Out of his voyage came 
the open door for missions to this be- 
nigh ted people. Japan soon sought 
to be admitted to the fraternity of na­ 
tions, but was plainly told in Wash­ 
ington city by Secretary Fisk that no 
admission was possible till those who 
had accepted the word of God were re­ 
leased from prison, where they had 
been cast on account of their loyalty 
to Christ. The treaty, which at first 
; embraced only five cities, was soon 
extended, till England, following in 
the wake of the United States, estab­ 
lished herself on the islands. The Jap­ 
anese possess a wonderful power to as­ 
similate themselves to our institutions. 
1 are ready to accept our education. 
{ The pride of opinion ,* so strong among 
the Chinese and their resistance to 
all power to pitch their national and 
social life upon our plane, is not found 
1 in Japan. Indeed, the readiness of 
these people to embrace the truth 
makes them enemies of the Celestials. 
Railroads, telegraphs, steamboats 
schools and courts of justice are mod­ 
eled after our institutions. When they 
Í 
first eaw a steamboat, they supposed 
that the Americans had tamed a vol­ 
cano and put it into the hold of the 
vessel to do their bidding. Four years 
ago the government was paying "hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars for 
the support of idolatry. Now the 
!law divorces the religion of the 
land ftom the government and 
in this regard places the nation ahead 
of England. The Christian era has 
been adopted. Banks, schools and all 
public work is suspended on the 
Lord’s day. The law is in some sec­ 
tions in advance of puelic opinion, hut 
! it is performing the functions of an 
educator. The material progress lias 
no equal in the history of the world. 
The religious progress at first was 
slow. In the first ten years only one 
was converted. To day the intelligent 
I people are not idolaters to conviction. 
Faith in idols is destroyed. Growtli 
in truth has shaken off many fetters; 
but there is much yet to be done. 
There arc 150 missionaries in the 
island. There are 70 of these from 
the United States and 30 from F.nglaud. 
An article written by an intelligent 
native editor reduces the elemente of 
influence which mold a nation to 
five—wealth, intelligence, purity, 
energy and custom. In all of these 
save custom, he argued, that the mis­ 
sionaries had the advantage over the 
priests. The Buddistis are ignorant, 
unchaste, poor and lazy. 
The mis­ 
sionaries at work are or should be 
backed by the wealth of the com­ 
bined hosts of God. In spite .of all 
social opposition, all priest craft, it is 
thought, that by 1900 the whole of 
this race will bow at the foot 
of the cross. Whatever is done by any 
religious people must be done at once. 
The sickle must lie thrust in now or 
the reaper will be too late to save the 
golden grain. There are now thirty - 
seven self-sustaining churches among 
these people. What has been one of 
the hindrances in that land is the dis 
union among the missionaries. There 
has been a demand for a united front 
to meet a united foe. Concessions 
have been made but more are required 
to secure the greatest success. Three 
Presbyterian missions sustained by 
different bodies united to form the 
First Church of Christ.” Then with 
this a Congregational mission united 
to form what is called “The United 
Church of Christ.” The Protestante 
had givenjthese heathens one book and 
they demanded that there be one 
body or one church. This demand 
could not be met but by concession 
and a closer return to the prayer of 
Christ: “ I pray that they all may be 
one, as thou Father art in me and I 
in Thee, that the world may believe 
that Thou didst send me.” We as­ 
sume no special goodness, we asperse 
the character of no one, we give credit 
to all for whatever good they may 
possess; but it is our special mission 
to caU for a return to the Apostolic 
platform, to the church of God as it 
was in the beginning, divested of all 
denominationaliem, and possessing all 
the characteristics of the church be- 
f 
¡inning at Jerusalem, the miraculous 
ocal and contingent elements ex­ 
cepted. He who does what God com­ 
mands in His word must lie just what 
men were who did this iu the days of 
the apostles—no less, no more. We 
rejoice in the good done by all lovers 
of truth, but long and pray for a 
union that shall take all reproach out 
of the mouth of the heathen. Many 
touching incidents were related by 
Mr. Smith, and after an appeal to the 
audience a liberal coniribution was 
made for foreign missions. 
Mr. 
Eugene Snodgrass, a graduate of 
the University of Kentucky, and his 
wife, were also present at the etirv ices, 
and are on their way to this distant 
land as missionaries.
